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T WAS ONE of those months. The editorial staff of 

Sports Review Wrestling was sorely tempted to split the 
“Wrestler of the Month” honor between as many as a half- 
dozen illustrious nominees. 

After his controversial “I Quit” victory over Tully Blan- 
chard at Starrcade '85, Magnum T.A. proved he was 
worthy of regaining the U.S. championship by pinning 
Blanchard in several rematches across the country. Mark 
Youngblood carried on the noble legacy of his late broth- 
er, Jay, by winning the World Class TV title, deeply 
inspiring the fans in that area. Rulebreakers, who allegedly 
won belts with the aid of foreign objects are, by virtue of 
their command of major titles, no less deserving of being 
named “Wrestler of the Month.” In that category we 

‘would include Arn Anderson, whose victory in the World 
Championship TV title elimination tournament was by far 
the biggest singles accomplishment of his career. We must 
also mention the eternally devious Dick Slater, who de- 
feated Butch Reed for the North American tithe—whether 
his valet, Dark Journey, interfered with her loaded pocket- 
book or not, he is the top-ranked champion in the volatile 
Mid-South region, and deserves dubious credit for his 
“success.” 

Nonetheless, there can be only one choice: Stan Hansen 
defeated Rick Martel to win the AWA World champion- 
ship on December 29 at the Byrne Meadowlands Arena in 
East Rutherford, New Jersey. Four days prior to that 
match, Hansen had sent Martel home for Christmas with a 
badly injured back, courtesy of repeated slams into a steel 
ringpost. Hansen capitalized on the damage in his title- 
winning effort, focusing upon maneuvers such as _saltos 
and a variety of suplexes to exacerbate Martel's lingering 


injury. When Hansen caught Martel in a version of the. 


- Boston crab, specifically designed to localize pain in the 
lower back (the new champ calls it the Brazos Valley 
backbreaker), Martel was forced to submit rather than risk 
paralysis. 

If this scenario seems vaguely familiar, you're correct. 
There are curious similarities between the AWA champi- 
onship picture and what was happening in the WWF two 
years earlier. In the holiday season of 1983, The Iron 
Sheik severely injured Bob Backlund's back and capital- 
ized on the weakness by placing him in excruciating 
surfboard holds and repeatedly suplexing him. Ultimately, 
the Sheik maneuvered Backlund into the camel clutch, 
which convinced Backlund’s manager, Arnold Skaaland, to 
throw in the towel. 

There are also striking similarities between the wrestlers 
involved; Backlund and Martel are brawny but scientific 
1,001-hold men morally affronted by rulebreaking; Sheik 
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and Hansen are as gifted scientifically as any wrestlers in 
the world, but have a bloodlust for sadism and humiliation 
that borders on psychotic. 

There the similarities end, though. Backlund, frustrated 
by wrestling politics, went from semi-activity to a prema- 
ture retirement coaching amateurs, and the Sheik’s title 
reign lasted four weeks. As our story on page 34 indicates, 
Martel will definitely be back after his title soon. It is also 
unlikely that Hansen's own title reign will be as abbreviat- 
ed as Sheik’s. 

What kind of a champion will Stan Hansen make? If he 
hangs on to the belt for any appreciable amount of time, 
he will undoubtedly go down in the record books as the 
most hated world champion in the 26-year history of the 
AWA. Hansen is a cutthroat savage, and he’s proud of it. 
We're talking about a man who brags about beating his 
own wife and children and throws chairs at broadcasters. 
Our veteran correspondent Matt Brock put it this way 
when he heard the news of Hansen's victory over Martel: 
“Look, it was bad enough when Bockwinkel was AWA 
champion for so many years, but at least that guy had a 
little slimy charm. He wasn’t out to cripple anybody, and 
he was far being a madman. He was, and is, one of the 
sport's foremost intellectuals. 

“But Hansen is a killer. He'd just as soon break your 
neck as spit on the sidewalk, and that’s no bull he’s 
peddling in interviews. Bockwinkel as champion was a 
little like Richard Nixon as President. Sure, he was a crook 
and a cheat, but he was smart, and up until the very end 
he was dependable. Hansen, my God, that’s like electing 
Idi Amin to the White House. You wouldn’t want his 


finger on the button, if you know what | mean. Frankly, 


I'm a little scared about that maniac strapping a mane title 
around his beer belly.” 

Mr. Brock didn't mention the most horrifying possibility 
Over the years, Hansen has been disqualified in an appall- 
ing number of matches due to his uncontrollable temper. 
He must realize the peculiar carte blanche that goes with 
being World champion. Any DQ means he retains his title. 
Hypothetically, he could end all of his title defenses in less 
than a minute with homicidal rampages of rulebreaking, 
and walk off with the belt as innocent as a new-born 
babe. We don’t expect to see a champion behave that 
way, but has wrestling ever had a more vicious champion 
than Stan Hansen? 

Some people felt that way when Ric Flair first won the 
NWA title. As it happens, the burden of responsibility 
ennobled him, and he is acknowledged as a great champi- 
on. We can only wait to see the true nature of Stan 
Hansen emerge, |

And of course, there were the ever-present 
feuds, injuries, grudges, and sensational matchups 
that help make any year memorable in this, the 
most colorful and action-packed sport of all.

wildly as mustard greens in a Southern 
railyard. Sentiment breathes, and it 
lives for me when I’m tired. 

Now I grew up when the kids were 
kidded for adopting romanticism. 
Times have changed. My nine-year-old 
nephew is cynical. ‘‘Come on, Uncle 
Matthew,”’ he asked me last Christ- 
mas, “is Hulk Hogan good or is he 
just so much bigger than everybody 
else?’ Heroes rely upon suspension of 
doubt.

turn them into human beings. Heroes 
therefore collapse, terribly imperfect. 
We murder heroes ruthlessly in the age 
of mass media. 

Cynicism is simple. It’s especially 
simple for a budding journalist to em- 
brace its foul stinking breath. Any 
young scribbler soon learns that the 
entire universe is on the take. Now, as 
an old man whose batteries rust in the 
recorder, I tend to swear by impres- 
sions. I cannot relish the bitter cyni- 
cism of my own young nephew. I wel- 
come heroes, because they answer the 
questions that count. Romanticism, in- 
deed, embraces the truths I am paid to 
uncover far more than idealism. 

The idealist objects to Hulk Hogan. 
He says Hogan is a plastic doll who 
rarely defends his title, and commands 
few scientific skills. He says Hogan is a 
product of WWF media manipulation 
with a fraction of the ability that Ric 
Flair and Stan Hansen possess. The 
romantic celebrates Hogan as an ath- 
lete who has elevated physical power 
and sheer force of will to its brightest 
artistic magnitude of art. No wrestler 
in the history of the squared circle has 
ever looked, acted, and wrestled more 
like a proud champion. The idealist 
sneers at the championship heritage; 
the romantic swoons. 

I swoon, crippled by the burdens of 
reporting the decline of a proud 
champion. 

Randy Savage is an excellent wres- 
tler. So are hundreds of other pugs.

ANY FANS THOUGHT Kevin 

Sullivan and his Satanic pro- 
tege Maha Singh (a.k.a. Bob Roop) 
were overestimating their own abili- 
ties when they signed to wrestle 
The Road Warriors. But Sullivan 
was determined to establish the 
power of the dark side, and the 
best way to do so was.to tackle the 
most feared wrestlers in the world 
and teach them how to kneel. The 
most feared wrestlers in the world 
happen to be a tag team, and 
that’s why Sullivan required the 
services of his demonic vassal 
Singh—a mere pawn in_ the 
deathhand’s chess game. 

But the Legion of Doom threat- 
ened to be indomitable. Measures 
had to be taken to ensure success. 

They were all still disciples of the 
man, whether their fanaticism re- 
mained public or not. Fallen Angel.

True believers who have 
now chosen to keep their socially 
defamed religious beliefs private.

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TED DiBIASE 


O MAN SHOULD ever have to 

endure the intense pain and fear- 
ful suffering that Ted DiBiase experi- 
enced on November 6, 1985. 

On that day, DiBiase was scheduled 
to receive a shot at Ric Flair’s NWA 
World title. Prior to the match, how- 
ever, Dick Murdoch entered the ring 
and jealously stated that due to his sta- 
status as a former North American 
champion, he deserved the match more 
than DiBiase. Murdoch attacked DiBi- 


AN 


ase before the match, peppering his 
head with forearm smashes and 
pounding his skull into the steel 
ringpost. DiBiase was dazed, but re- 
mained determined—his match with 
Flair went on as scheduled. 

The match was a bloodbath. DiBiase 
managed to maneuver Flair into sever- 
al significant pinning combinations and 
only came within a single referee’s 
count of holding Flair’s shoulders to 
the mat. When DiBiase moved in to 
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apply the figure-four leglock, Flair 
kicked him away and sent him flying 
over the top rope. 

Murdoch was waiting for DiBiase. 
He moved in, grabbed DiBiase, and 
delivered a brainbuster on the concrete 
floor. As a direct result of that action, 
Murdoch received a 45-day suspension. 
DiBiase was not so lucky, landing in 
the hospital with, ironically, the same 
injury that killed his father, “Tron” 
Mike DiBiase, in 1969. 

Currently on the comeback trail, Di- 
Biase spoke with Associate Editor 
Craig Peters about his injury, his 
thoughts while in the hospital, and his 
immediate plans for dealing. with 
Murdoch. 


Q: It’s good to know that you’re 
healthy and strong again, Ted. 
That must have been quite a fright 
to have been in the hospital with 
the same injury that killed your 
father. 

A: Unbelievable, Craig, absolutely un- 
believable. I was scared. I don’t 
mind admitting that, because I 
was. I was terrified. I don’t think I 
have to describe what kind of a 
hurt losing a father is, and that’s ~ 
something I’ve always had in the 
back of my mind whenever I 
stepped through the ring. 

Q: That your father died of a ring- 
related injury ... 

A: ... and that the same thing might 
happen to me, right. So for years 
I’ve had that in the back of my 
mind. Then this stupid thing with 
Murdoch happens, and I’m flat on 
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DiBiase, blood streaming down his face, will show Dick Murdoch no mercy (above). 

DiBiase knows he has to be 
alert to avoid another attempted braincrusher. 


my back on a stretcher with a 
mask on my face and tubes out of 
my body and the kind of thoughts 
running through my mind that are 
enough to turn your hair gray. 


: And those thoughts .. . 
: I thought I was going to die. Plain 


and simple. I was making peace 
with my maker. But I was also 
telling myself, ‘‘Listen, you don’t 
have to die. You can fight this 
thing. You’ve been a fighter all 
your life, don’t let this get the best 
of you.”’ Those thoughts took over 
as soon as the initial shock of my 
injury wore off. And that’s when 
my fight really began. 


: Looking back now, with the bene- 


fit of hindsight and the fact that 
you’re healthy again, what runs 
through your mind when you real- 
ize that you were in the hospital 
with the same type of injury that 
killed your father. 


: I was very, very, very lucky. That’s 


it. Had my head been hanging a 
half an inch to one side or the 
other when Murdoch pounded me 
into the concrete, the spine might 
have compressed in a different di- 
rection and I wouldn’t be talking 
with you today. I don’t know. 
Maybe I wouldn’t have been hurt 
as much. See, it’s all speculation. 
All I know is that I look back now 
and I think about it, I think about 
my father, and I get chills and 
shakes all over. It’s kind of a hum- 
bling feeling. And I like to think 
that somewhere, somehow, he was 
there by my side helping me 
through this all. 


: You’re back in the ring, now, and 


I have two. questions about your 
return: First of all, how tentative 
are you in there after being laid up 
for so long? 


: I’m a little slower than before, I 


tend to shy away from letting my 
killer instinct come out. I think a 
lot more before I make any kind 
of a move. Actually, Craig, let me 
tell you that I think this incident 
had a profound effect on my entire 
wrestling style. Even when I’m 
back to 100 percent, and I’m not 
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DiBiase, who has not forgotten the science of rulebreaking e 
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tentative about my injury, I’m go- 
ing to be putting that much more 
thought into everything I do in the 
ring. It’s kind of like a natural 
progression, something I can’t turn 
back on at all. It’s just going to be 
a part of my style from now on. 


: And the second thing I wanted to 


talk about was the fact that you’re 
being cheered by the fans in Mid- 
South for the first time in years. 


: Yes, I am, and I think that says 


more about what a slime Dick 
Murdoch is than about anything 
having to do with me. You know, 
something like this happens to you, 
and you really begin to put a lot of 
thought into who’s who and what’s

what in your life. You begin to 
think about who and what really 
mean the most to you.

He was right there by my 
stretcher side when I went into the 
hospital, he checked up on me dai- 
ly, and we had some pretty deep 
talks while I was in there. For my 
money, you can’t find a_ better 
man anywhere than Steve. And as 
good a man as Steve is, that’s how 
lousy a scum Murdoch is. 


: How do you plan on dealing with 


Murdoch immediately? 


: ’m gonna kick the living ... 


look, I’m not a stupid man, but I 
am a man. A man’s gotta do what 
a man’s gotta do, and there’s some 
serious personal business I have to 
take care of where Murdoch is 
concerned. I know a lot of the fans 
are behind me now, and _ that’s 
good. Having the support of thou- - 
sands of people makes my job that 
much easier. So that’s important. 
But my immediate plans are to get 
myself back’ in 100 percent shape, 
then to give Murdoch a taste of the 
misery I had to endure these last 
few months. 


: Would you really be so hungry for 


revenge that you would practically 
kill him the same way he did you? 
Let me put it this way: I’m going 
to do everything possible within the 
specific structure of professional 
wrestling. And from time to time, I 
expect that structure to bend and 
give a little bit. I’m not going to 
try and kill Murdoch. I’m not that 
kind of a barbaric sub-human, but 
I'll tell you this: If someone else 
comes running to the ring without 
my knowledge and starts putting a 
serious hurt on Murdoch, even 
though I know it’s unfair, Pll 
shake that guy’s hand before I 
stick up for Murdoch’s rights, like 
I might do for almost anyone else. 
The lines have been drawn: I’m 
here, and Murdoch’s there. I dare 
Murdoch to cross that line, just 
once. Because one real good shot is 
all I’m gonna need. O 


RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Ratings shift dramatically at year’s end: Stan Hansen be- 
came 1985's biggest story three days before the year was 
scheduled to end when he defeated Rick Martel in New 
Jersey's Byrne Meadowlands Arena. By virtue of his spec- 
tacular victory, Hansen shot up to number five in the Top 
10, and naturally assumed the top spot in the AWA. If he 
defends his title liberally, he will probably move into the 
top three before long. Martel dropped to number three 
in the AWA for the first time since he captured the title 
from Jumbo Tsuruta in May of 1984. Martel sunk from 
number two to number 10 overall. 

1985 is the zenith of Hansen’s career. In addition to the 
AWA crown, Hansen defeated Shohei Baba in July for the 
PWF title, and also holds the PWF tag team title with Ted 


The Warriors rated: For 
the first time since they 
were dethroned as AWA 
tag team champions, The 
Road Warriors are no 
longer rated as the top 
contenders for both the 
AWA and NWA. belts. 
While Hawk and Animal 
still maintain their posi- 

tion as the top contenders for the AWA tag team title, 
Ivan and Nikita Koloff (along with Krusher Khrushchev) 
have vaulted past them in the NWA ratings. The Warriors 
are number two in the NWA, although space problems 
on the ratings page do not allow us to indicate so. 


Elsewhere: Scott Hall continues his inexorable climb 
through the AWA ratings, now up to number five, while 
Roddy Piper continues his descent in the ‘\WWF. The 
Kilted Warrior is in danger of slipping completely from 
the ratings if he doesn’t pick up the pace of schedule. 
Piper’s inactivity has also hurled him to the lower half of 
the Most Hated ratings ... The Grappler arrived mysteri- 
ously in Texas, but there was no mystery in his World 
Class Texas championship victory over Brian Adidas. The 
stunning upset pole vaults the masked Grappler into the 
number two spot in the World Class ratings behind 
American champion Rick Rude ,.. Magnum T.A. trounced 
Tully Blanchard to capture the U.S. championship and 


regain the number one ranking in the World Champion- 
ship area. Magnum shared some interesting views on the 
pressures of being number one. “Once you get there you 
never want to let it go. It becomes your birthright, You'll 
kill to stay there. Problem is everyone wants to be num- 
ber one. For a champion, there is no such thing as an off 
night. You can never, ever drop your guard.” 


Now listen carefully: One way of calculating the kind of 
month a world champion has had is to concentrate on 
the individual ratings of his federation. The NWA, AWA, 
and WWF ratings are not a consensus of our Ratings 
Committee, as are the Top 10. They are simply a listing of 
regional champions (some of whose postions are pre- 
determined depending upon the title) and of the men 
receiving title shots, regardless of their ratings in the Top 
10. These two categories are mutually exclusive, which 
means that a regional champion rated number three in 
the NWA ratings may not be getting any title shots, yet 
occupies that slot soley on account of his title. If there is 
a disparity between the PW/ Top 10 and each federation’s 
top 10, then you can determine the quality of the champi- 
On‘s opposition. 

For instance: Hulk Hogan, ranked second in PWI’s Top 
10 and first in the WWF, is wrestling his number one 
contender in the WWF, Randy: Savage, who is also the 
highest rated WWF wrestler in Top 10. So we can see that 
Hogan is wrestling his top competition this month. 

The same is true of AWA champion Stan Hansen. Han- 
sen, rated fifth in PWI’s Top 10 and first in the AWA, is 
wrestling Sgt. Slaughter and Rick Martel, who are rated 
respectively one and two in the AWA, and are also the 
highest rated AWA wrestlers in PWI’s Top. 10. 

Not so with Ric Flair. Flair has given numerous title 
shots this month to Harley Race, Ronnie Garvin, and Wa- 
hoo McDaniel, which would account for their high posi- 
tions in the NWA ratings (three, four, and six, respective- 
ly), but none of these men are rated in the PW/ Top 10.

Oh, they'll find 
that it’s hell to face The Road War- 
riors, and | would not be surprised 
to see them forego their childish 
Halloween tactics in the future. 
Mark my words: The Legion of 
Doom will put them out of 
wrestling.’’ 

It was hell for Sullivan and Singh 
to face the Warriors all right. But 


Hawk and Animal took more pun- 
ishment than they are accustomed 
to. The match was an ugly exhibi- 
tion of wanton brutality and rule- 
breaking, and neither team could 
be excused for their tactics. It was 
the type of pier-six brawl that 
shames scientific wrestling. But 
what could have been expected? 
One team courts the devil himself, 
and the other team ‘‘doesn’t care”’ 
about anybody or anything that gets 
in their way. It comes as no shock 
that neither team considered the 
rulebook more valuable than toilet 
paper.

Dozens of them cash WWF paychecks. 

So why is Randy Savage actually fa- 
vored to win Hulk Hogan’s title in 
some illicit gambling circles I would 
never dream of publicizing? 

He has the killer instinct. He is not 
intimidated by the ash-blond giganticus 
Hogan. Nothing intimidates the Macho 
Man. 

When Hogan returned to New 
York’s Madison Square Garden for the 
first time in five months, he nearly lost 
his title to Randy Savage. A quarter of 
a second’s difference in two separate 
pinfall counts would have stripped Ho- 
gan of his precious strap. Numerous 
rematches throughout the nation are 
scheduled, and I would not be a whit 
surprised to see Savage win the belt. 

What is it about Savage that makes 
him the most threatening challenger of 
Hogan’s title reign? 

One can begin by exploring the ‘na- 
ture of Hogan’s competition over the 
past two years. Men like Orton, Vol- 
koff, Shultz, and Studd were talented 
but workmanlike competitors who sur- 
passed the champion in experience 
only. They couldn’t hope to outdis- 
tance Hogan’s raw talent and innate 
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ferocity. They were mismatched, pure 
and simple, Hogan’s only serious con- 
tenders over the past 24 months have 
been Roddy Piper, Paul Orndorff, and 
Magnificent Muraco. 

All three men failed in their efforts 
to dethrone Hogan because they lost 
sight of their goals. Piper, a superlative 
ring tactician when he’s thinking, for- 
mulated scientific strategies to combat 
the champion’s 80-pound weight ad- 
vantage; he nonetheless lost his temper 
and lashed out like the maniac he is in 
every one of his title shots. Brawling 
with the giant is homicidal, and Piper 
has suffered for his inability to stick to 
a game plan. Muraco tried to defeat 
Hogan with what he and manager Mr. 
Fuji called the “‘hourglass strategy’: 
keeping Hogan in the ring for up to an 
hour, taking advantage of the champi- 
on’s presumed lack of stamina in 
lengthy matches. Hogan was nonethe- 
less able to provoke Muraco into pow- 
er standoffs, where he knew he would 
be superior, and cannily reduced every 
match against the Magnificent One to 
less than 20 minutes. 

In comparison with Hogan’s other 
major title threats, Randy Savage is 


most similar to Orndorff. Both Orn- 
dorff and Savage are powerful enough 
to parry Hogan’s natural strength. Pip- 
er, for example, is not strong enough 
to suplex or piledrive Hogan, but Orn- 
dorff and Savage are. Both Orndorff 
and Savage have a bewitching ability 
to combine aerial skills and scientific 
savvy with brute force; both are twist- 
ed egomaniacs with the tendency to 
pop their corks in the heat of the 
tough action. Orndorff, as a rulebreak- 
er, came closer to winning Hogan’s ti- 
tle than any man before the coming of 
Savage, but he invariably fell short for 
blowing his cool. 


Somehow, I don’t think Savage will 
make that same mistake. The first few 
matches with Hogan have been test 
runs for Savage. Savage is still funky 
fresh, like the kids in front of my 
neighborhood liquor store say. Ho- 
gan’s been out of the ring for too 
long, and he hasn’t faced top-notch 
competition since last spring. 

The sentimentalist within me weeps 
to perceive the toppling of a hero, Ob- 
jectively, I must predict that Randy 
Savage is smart enough to win the ti- 
tle. At least, if Hulkamania is not in 
and of itself sufficiently durable to re- 
tain a world championship. O

man case—no matter how close 
to the angels we may come—is 
equal: parts butcher. Hansen’s 
ceaseless rage conjured up Vi- 
sions of a starving and rabid leop- 
ard attacking a zebra carcass. 
With 13:50 gone, Hansen twist- 
ed Martel into a Brazos Valley 
backbreaker. Thirteen seconds 
later, Martel gasped his submis- 
sion. Hackett and Schaar turned 
to each other in sudden sobriety. 
Rather than cheer for their idol, 
who tonight proved he was the 


bold and infallible diplomat of de- 


struction they had thought him to 
be, they turned, venom side up, 
toward Martel. 

“You chicken$%$*, Canuck, 
Martel,” they screamed. “Tuck 
your tail and go back to Quebec. 
Get the hell out of our country, ya 
yellow-skinned coward.” 

Then the refrain that has haunt- 
ed Martel ever since. Hackett 
Started it, leaping to his chair, ex- 
tending a deadly accusatory finger 
at Martel. “Quitter,” he yelled. 
“Quitter!” as the chorus became 
three. ‘“‘Quitter! Quitter! Quitter!”’ 
Soon there were more than 23 
fans chanting the word, and Mar- 
tel’s eyes, rheumy, puffy, defeat- 
ed, tumbled closed. In an arena 
filled with Martel supporters, the 
former champion could only hear 
the taunts of fewer than 25 peo- 
ple. Still, the hurt was magnified a 
thousand-fold. 

The charter of the Stan Hansen 
fan club remains unwritten. 
Formed by four DePaul under- 
graduates one blistery, frigid, dark 
night in a Chicago bar, the club 
has no required dues, no annual 
meetings, or uniformed costumes. 
There is no secret handshake, no 
password, and public disclosure 
of the club is frowned upon. What

horror was far from over. 
slaughterhouse stench, was that 
Stan Hansen stood for every qual- 
ity they admired. 

They were tough kids, the sons 
of laborers and policemen, meat 
butchers and aldermen, and while 
their fathers slipped occasionally, 
their brittle countenances melting 
in the way of mortgages and graft 
inquiries, Stan Hansen was unwa- 
vering. The kids wanted to toast 
his toughness. They drafted him a 
letter outlining their intentions and 
mailed it directly to Borger. They 
were heartened when, after two 
months and several more letters, 
they received no reply. “Only a 
wimp would pander to his fans,” 
one of them reasoned. ‘‘Hansen 
didn’t ask for our cheers. We 
don’t need him to sign any 8x10s. 
He don’t even have to know 
about us.” 

So it began with an informal 
gathering of leatherneck fans 
blowing beers before and after 
Hansen’s matches. More than oc- 
casionally they'd bring the fight 
from the arena into the tavern, al- 
though no one was ever seriously 
injured. 

On this night, as a stiff 
northeasterly blew the Jersey 
swamp nearer to the arena, bring- 
ing with it odorous memories of 
home, all 23 members of the Stan 
Hansen fan club stood gloveless 
and hatless in the 12-degree 
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weather and waited for their hero 
to emerge from outside the arena. 

To a man they were shocked 
when Martel limped out of the 
door. But only for a_ second. 
“Hey, lookie who’s here. The 
great Canadian goose himself. 
How does it feel to be a loser, 
bum?” This was Hackett, whose 
secret fantasy it was to become a 
professional wrestler. 

Slowly, but precisely, they encir- 
cled Martel. The ex-champion put 
his head down, ignoring them all, 
and tried to get to his car. “Whoa, 
whoa, Ricky. Don’t be in such a 
rush. It’s not often the boys and | 
get to meet the biggest quitter in 
wrestling.” 

Murmurs of agreement lit 
through the hostile assemblage. 
“Quitter” was repeated several 
times. “‘Whassamatter, dork? 
Hansen too much a man for 
you,”’ Hackett cried. 

Martel dropped his gym bag 
and in a motion too swift to see 
grabbed Hackett’s arm and spun 
him around. ‘Look, kid, I’m tired, 
I’m hurt, and | want to go home. 
I've heard about you guys. You’re 
so tough that | won’t break your 
arm. Okay, punk?” 

Martel added pressure to the 
excruciating hold. “Okay, okay, 
man. Leave me alone. You're 
hurting me, man.” Tears swelled 
in Hackett’s eyes. Martel released 


the kid and walked, untouched, to 
his rented car. Twenty-three pairs 
of eyes dropped to the sidewalk. 

Martel discussed the incident a 
week later at his home in Quebec 
City. “| thought that was the last 
straw. Here | am surrounded by a 
gang of teenagers. The kid who 
was talking all the noise had a 
face full of pimples, for crying out 
loud.” Martel himself was close to 
tears. “It’s crazy. There are so 
many nuts out there. What if he 
had a gun? Or a knife? What if 
they all decided to jump me? | 
could have taken eight, 10 at a 
time, but there must have been 
20 of then. 

“And what if | broke the kid’s 
arm by accident? Oh, jeez, | don’t 
know.”’ Known for his animated 
smile, Martel’s head hung deject- 
edly. “I’m not quitter. I’ve never 
quit anything in my whole life. 
Now kids see me in the neighbor- 
hood and point to me and yell 
‘defaitiste,’ the French word for 
quitter.” 

“These children, they were my 
friends. They loved me. Now they 
mock me. | know how Roberto 
Duran felt after he quit against 
Sugar Ray Leonard.” 

Three osteopathic specialists 
who examined Martel all have 
said that Hansen’s submission 
hold would have permanently 
curved Martel’s spine if he had 
not relented. “Five more seconds 
and Martel would be a cripple,” 
said Dr. Ezekial Sminson, of New 
York’s Mt. Sinai hospital. “Be- 
cause of his previous injury, he 
had no choice but to submit.” 

Will Martel return, as Duran did, 
and silence his critics? “As soon ~ 
as my back heals | will wrestle 
again,” he said. “Il defeated Han- 
sen 10, 15 times in my career. | 
will regain my championship. | will 
prove to myself and my fans that | 
am not a quitter. / am not a 
guitter!”’ O
